conductor, has collected.

"spotted" taking In Jl worth of nick- 
els and only rings up say 75 or 80 cents 
the conductor is reported us a victim of 
"shoulderHist."

UNWRITTEN LAW' APPEAL 


IS REPUDIATED 
IN IOWA 


CHICAGO, July 3.—A dispatch to 


the Record-Herald from Des Moines 
saysr 
The Supreme Court of Iowa, in 


a decision delivered yesterday, repu- 
diated the "unwritten law" and added 
a stinging rebuke to C. A. Barnets, 
county attorney of Dubuque county, 
who made an argument to the jury con- 
strued to countenance a resort to this 
"law." 
The decision is in the. case 


of Dr. P; M. Harmann, a. physician of 
Dubuque, who was charged by his .wife 
with being unfaithful to his marriage 
vows. 
Mrs. Jacob Keifer, of Dubuqae, 


was named in connection with the case. 
The trial in the lower court resulted in 
a conviction of the prisoner. 
During 


the trial the county attorney said to 
the jury: 


"Instead of trying a case of violation 


of marriage vows here, you should be 
here for the purpose of determining 
whether or not Jacob Keifer would' 
have been guilty of murder if he had 
exercised his manhood, taken a gun or 
pistol and shot through the hieart of Dr. 
Harmann." 
The Supreme Court says: 
"This statement has no foundation 


in law or fact, and it is highly im- 
portant that no such appeal be made. 
It was the duty of this county attorney 
to discourage the very thing he was 
countenancing." 
The Supreme Court reversed the ver- 


dict of the jury owing to the appeal 
made by the county attorney and held 
that the evidence in the case was insuf- 
ficient to support a conviction.

caught in the rollers of the plate mill, 
and some were crushed in the machin- 
ery in the rail mills.

PILLARS AND STATUES. 


Leading to the entrance of the build- 


ing on the_ front, or drove street side, 
Mill be a^tone walk, up to steps, of 
which there are ten, ending on a porch. 
On each side of the steps will be bal- 
ustrades, and at the bottom a, pillar 
supporting statue*. 
Rising from the 


porch to the top of the building and 
supporting exterior work of the roof- 
ing will be six Immense columns of 
concrete, 
polished 
and 
resembling 


»tone. Thence leading Into the build- 
Ing will be a wide corridor, reached 
through two magnificent doors. 


On each side' of the entrance to 'the 


building in the main part are offices, 
these lighted with two large windows. 
Upstairs, in the second story are five 
high and wide windows, that are to 
be used in lighting the council cham- 
ber. -

Both wings nave two big windows, 


both on first and second stories, and 
these are trimmed in porch effect on 
the outside. 
The roof is flat, unless It is decided 


to retain the tower, with that of the 
wings pointed. 
The basement is given over to the selection 


police, flre and electrical departments7, wherever seen. 


and provides for offices for marshal, 
chief of flre department, emergency1 
hospital battery room, ventilation and 
heating room, fuel room and storage 
battery room, booking office for the 
police; also a kKchen and pantry for 
use in cooking fooct fot prisoner*, four 
cells and two cages. Entrance 
for 
prisoners will bo from the rear of the 
building, and the office* of the police 
and flre chiefs also the emergency hos- 
pital can be reached from the south 
side of a wjde passageway. 


SKYLIGHT IS FEATURE. 


In addition to a wide corridor, that 
extends through to the roof where 
there is a skylight for lighting the 
areaway, there ere, on the south side 
of the building and wing, offices for 
the building superintendent, superin- 
tendent of streets and assessor, health 
office, sanitary Inspector and town en- 
gineer. On the opposite side of the cor- 
ridor are to be the offices of tax col- 
lector and town treasurer, vaults be- 
ing1 provided for both of these offices. 


On the second floor will be the coun- 


cil chamber, which extends from the 
south wall of the main building to the 
south wall. This takes In the entire 
frontage of that part of the building 
In the south w/ng rooms will be th» 
private chambers of the police judge 
adjoining this tjie office of the clerk 
of the court, and then comes the court 
room. In the north wing will be off! 
ces of the town attorney, town clerk 
and superintendent of schools. 


MAY MAKE CHANGES. 


While the 'plans 
of Bakewell & 
Brown have bee*n virtually accepted 
there are certain changes that may be 
required, an-d unless the firm can do 
these and iwslde the appropriation of 
$100,000, another plan can be acepted.

by this poison and another time by 
dynamite 


Orchard's confession In regard to 


the poisoned milk was one of the most 
striking points in his testimony. Tha 
milk was left at the house two day* 
before the explosion. 
Orchard saitf 
that he found It at the back door of- 
ter the milkman had left it and put in 
some strychnine from a bottle. Brad- 
ley put some of ti e milk on his ce- 
real at breakfast and at once noticed; 
that it was very bitter 
He did not 


swallow enough to hurt him. 
Th» 


milkman was at once summoned, and 
he took the milk to the City Chemist'* 
office 
There McCreory found it con- 
tained enough poison to kill 20 or 30 
men and that, In fact, Its very pur- 
pose had been defeated by the quan- 
tltj. The matter was kept verj quiet,

it became 


public until Orchard made hlr, con- 
lesslon.

Official Reports Testify to 
Oakland's Growth. 


: At tiw opening of the new fiscal Tear.the official reports are 


beginning to contribute their testimony to the inarrekxis growth 
ol Oakland during the past twehrmxxrth. Tlies* reports collater- 
ally confirm the record of the weir city directory, which shows:that 
the permanent population is approximately 225,000. The records 
of the police department show that durin^the past fiscal year there 
were doable the number of arrests than in the fiscal year*lSND5-6 and 
more than double the amotrat of money paid into the city treasury 
in tfae way of fines. The growth of crime in any community 
naturally correlates proportionately with the increase of its popula- 
tion. It is plain, therefore, that the population of Oakland has 
doubled during the fiscal y*«r just closed as compared with the 
preceding fiscal year. 


Land -"allies hare c>f course been immensely affected by the 


growth of population. Then: is undoubtedly a surprise in store for 
many people in the revelation which the coming assessment rolls 
will make of the growth of values. These rolls are now being footed 
up, and, while it is premature to assume what the footings will 
show, there is much speculation regarding Itoem among those who 
are interested in realty. T!h«; guesses of the increase in the assessed 
-valuation of real property in AUameda county among this class of 
.ttizens rarcge from $40,000,000 to $75,000,000. 
If 
the 
latter 


figures are shown, it will be a larger increase tiian that which has 
occurred during the year in Los Angelas county, where the assessed 
valuations of property are said to be nearly $67,000,000 in excess 
of those of the previous fiscal year. The buflc of the increase in 
values in Alameda county will naturally be charged to the three 
cities on the bay shore, each of which 1*as gained so greatly in popu- 
lation and been the scene of so much building activity during 
past fiscal year.

Mount Diablo Wagon Road. 


Some interest is being taker, in the project for building a 


wagon road to the summit of ftfount Diablo. An effort was made 
at the last meeting of the County Board of Supervisors to get 
that body interested "in fhe enterprise on the ground that it would 
be a valuable auxiliary to the tourist hotels 
which are being 


erected in Alameda county and serve as an additional attraction to 
aojottrners here from abroad. 


It was very clearly s'hown, however, by Chairman Mitchell 


(that the Supervisors of Alameda county could not contribute any 
money or share in any way in the expense of constructing a wagon 
road lying wholly within another county. The Supervisors could, 
{therefore, tfo nothing beyond courteously listen to the explanation 
cf &e project, its cost and the many benefits to be derived from 
\ 
it speculatively. 


Doubtless a wagon road to the summit of Mt. Diablo would 


be quite a desirable attraction to sightseers from abroad,~on which 
class the tourist hotels erected in the county will largely depend for 
patronage. 
But if one is ever built there, it will probably have 


to rely upon private enterprise. The top of Mount Diablo passed 
into private ownership many years ago, and it would probably 
be more profitable for the present owners of the property to erect 
a hotel on the summit, as was at one time projected, and con- 
struct the road too at their own expense than for Contra Costa 
county or the disinterested citizens of other counties to embark 
in an enterprise which, if. carried out, promises chiefly to be of 
private benefit only.

Another announcement made by the 


Mayor was that he would bring man- 
damus proceedings against Judge Dunne 
If his sentence was not.forthcoming next 
Monday, as promised.

is passed the Mayor cannot carry his ap- 
peal to the -higher courts, and until he 
has appealed h<Tha* Httle hope of gaining 
admittance to bail.

The ma- 
chine worked splendidly, and demon- 
strated that It will do all that Is claim- 
ed for It, sweeping the street as clean 
as a floor without raising any dust 
whatever^ It does the Work 
better 


than can be done by hand sweeping, 
and removes all the fine dust, which 
has heretofore defied both mechanical 
Invention and hand work. 


This machine Is the only device ever 


Invented that will sweep the streets 
perfectly clean when they are dry and 
collect all ,the dust for removal. It can 
be operated at any time of the day 
without Interference with 
traffic. 
It 


neither creates nor raises dust. It 
sweeps a- strip eight feet wide as fast 
as horses can walk, and collects all 
loose material within a few inches of 
the curb.

made to put it In genera! use because 
the patterns were destroyed in the San 
Francisco fire and the Iron workers' strike 
greatly delayed construction. However, 
a number of machines will be constructed 
at once. It is planned to place them in 
operation in all the large cities. 


The machine sweeps 
entirely under 


cover, collecting all the loose material, 
including the fine dust, in an enclosed van, 
from which it is taken in boxes easily 
handled 
Its use will mean a permanent 


riddance of the dust nuisance, which la 
a sore aggravation on windy days, arvl 
is the terror of merchants dealing In fine 
fabrics. The American patents are owned 
by the Sanitary Street Sweeping Com- 
pany, an Oakland corporation, which has 
also secured a number of foreign patents.

SPECIAL DELIVERIES 


There went Into effect on July 1 a 
change in the United States postal law 
according to an act passed by the last 
Congress whereby It was provided that 
from and after July 1, 1907, when In 
addition to the stamps required to 
transfer any letter or package of mall 
matter through the mails there shall be 
attached to the envelope or covering 
ten cents' worth of ordinary stamps of 
any denomination with the words "spe- 
cial delivery" or their equivalent writ- 
ten or printed on the envelope or cov- 
ering, under such regulations ,is the 
Postmaster General may pre3:nbe, the 
said package shall be handled, trans- 
mitted and delivered In all respects as 
though it bore a regulation "special de- 
livery" gtamp. 
This provision of the postal law will 
undoubtedly prove popular, as It will 
work a great convenient'" to persons 
who may wish letters or othor mail 
specially delivered and may not have 
special delivery envelooes'or wrappers 
at hand. 
By affixing the requisite 
stamps and following tiie above direc- 
tions the mail -will go through.

BERKELEY, July 3—The secretary of 
the department of anthropology, Dr A 
L. Kroeber, has announced Some Interest- 
ing facts regarding the anthropological
